EXACT  CONTENTS  of  the  memo  were 
never  released  to  the  press.  The  extent  of  the 
ban  is  not  known,  but  according  to  a recent 
Provo  Herald  story,  several  campus  sources 
said  it  was  generally  understood  to  be  a fairly 
complete  ban. 

President  Wilkinson  made  public  Tuesday 
a statement  on  U.N.  policy. 

On  dec.  2,  THE  Board  of  Trustees  of 
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Brigham  Young  University  decided  to  permit 
proper  and  authorized  observances  of  the 
United  Nations  on  the  campus  of  the  univer- 
sity. 

“Such  commemorative  acts,  however,  are  to 
be  part  of  an  over-all  program  featuring  due 
honor  and  respect  to  the  United  States  of 
America  and  its  divinely  inspired  Constitution. 
Under  no  circumstances  are  the  programs  to 
indicate  that  the  United  Nations  is  superior  to 
or  has  attained  a position  of  primacy  over  the 
American  form  of  republican  government. 

“FURTHERMORE,  participation  by  students 
in  commemorative  observances  of  United  Na- 
tions will  be  optional.  Under  no  condition  will 
participation  be  made  a mandatory  require- 
ment for  any  course  or  class  of  instruction. 
This  entire  policy  will  prevail  at  both  the 
university  and  the  BYU  laboratory  schools.”

The  ceremony  was  at“the  holy  ground 
of  Raj  Ghat  (royal  embankment)  on  the 
sacred  Ganges  River  where  Gandhi  was 
cremated  after  his  death.  An  estimated 
10,000  Indians  jammed  the  area  around 
the  memorial  and  greeted  Eisenhower 
with  shouts  of  “Glory  to  the  king  of 
America.” 

THE  WELCOME  wa?  as  enthusiastic 
as  that  Eisenhower  received  on  his  ar- 
rival yesterday  when  eight  miles  of  seeth- 
ing humanity — estimated  between  one 
and  two  million  persons — yelled  their  ap- 
proval and  then  brought  the  Eisenhower 
caravan  to  a crawl  and  frequent  stops 
that  left  the  President’s  secret  service 
protectors  bleeding  from  minor  scuffles. 

Today  Eisenhower  silenced  his  im- 
promptu cheering  section  because  it  was 
a solemn  ceremony.  Following  Indian  cus- 
tom he  donned  a pair  of  velvet  slippers 
over  his  blue-stockinged  feet  and  marched 
solemnly  up  to  the  memorial.  He  stood 
bareheaded  for  t%vo  minutes. 

THE  INDIANS  watched  raptly,  like 


statues,  w’hile  Eisenhower  placed  a huge 
wreath  on  the  low  marble  memorial 
where  Gandhi  was  cremated  Feb.  1,  1948, 
The  four-foot  wide  wreath  was  made  up 
of  500  freshly  picked  red  and  pink  roses 
dotted  among  white  chrysanthemums 
with  a fern  background. 

U.  S.  officials  selected  and  cut  the 
flowers  only  a few  hours  before  the 
ceremony  to  insure  their  freshness. 

EISENHOWER  turned  from  the  mem- ! 
orial  and  marched  50  yards  away  under 
a blue  sky  where  wisps  of  cloud  hung 
like  bits  of  cotton.  His  path  was  sprin-  i 
kled  with  scented  water.  Once  in  position 
he  planed  a sapling  near  the  sacred 
ground,  moving  with  ease  while  the 
crowd  watched  in  silence.  Eisenhower 
shoveled  dirt  around  the  tree  and  sprin- 
kled water  from  a small  jar. 

“This  is  one  kind  of  ceremony  I like 
to  participate  in — planting  trees,”  he 
said. 

He  made  a special  inspection  of  the 
sapling,  took  a last  long  look  toward 
Gandhi’s  memorial  and  moved  away  for 
his  conference  w'ith  Nehru.

Let’s  Evaluate 

Have  you  got  those  end  of  the  quarter  blues? 

The  universal  trend  at  institutions  where  the  quarter 
system  is  in  effect  is  for  students  to  coast  along  until 
Thanksgivii^  and  then  figure  on  hitting  the  books  the  last 
“half’  of  the  quarter. 

SHORT  LAST  HALF 

This  presents  one  major  problem:  the  last  “half”  of  the 
quarter  following  Thanksgiving  is  actually  onlj’  three 
weeks  long.  Ail  the  term  papers,  all  the  book  reports,  all 
the  special  projects  which  were  due  at  some  vague  future 
date  suddenly  come  due  day  after  tomorrow.  The  libraries 
are  packed  and  the  reference ^books  you  need  are  out.  Its 
pretty  hectic  and  nerve  racking.  There  is  nothing  to  do 
then  but  burn  the  midnight  oil  and  hope  for  the  best. 
PROBLEMS  OBVIOUS 

The  problems  of  such  activity  are  obvious.  When  term 
papers  or  book  reports  or  whatever  assignments  it  may  be, 
are  left  to  the  last  minute,  they  los^the  educational  value 
for  which  they  were  assigned.  Teachers  don’t  assign  writ- 
ten projects  just  to  have  something  to  correct  on  week- 
ends.  , 

In  our  educational  system — at  least  the  way  in  which 
many  students  go  about  getting  an  education — the  means 
becomes  the  end  and  the  real  end  is  lost.  The  student  who 
is  assigned  a book  report,  for  example,  is  theoretically, 
supposed  to  glean  from  the  author  something  to  enrich  his 
understanding  and  make  him  better  able  to  fulfill  his  call- 
ing. Many  times  the  student  either  skims  through  the  book 
at  breakneck  speed  or  reads  a review  of  the  work  and  then 
does  a “snow  job”  on  the  book  report. 

CONDITIONED  REACTION 

The  result  of  this  type  of  education  is  that  students  be- 
come conditioned  to  doing  a superficial  job,  filling  an  as- 
signment, getting  the  job  done. 

This  type  thinking  can  be  seen  in  other  phases  of  uni- 
versity life — spiritual  and  social.  There  are  letter-of-the- 
law  meeting  attenders  who  hate  their  roommates.  There 
are  hundred  per  cent  tithe  payers  who  pet.  There  are  word- 
of-wisdom  keepers  who  swipe  things  from  the  bookstore. 
SOCIAL  ‘JOIN’  TREND 

Socially,  this  trend  shows  up  in  students’  joining  cer- 
tain organizations  because  that’s  what  “the”  people  on 
campus  do,  or  attending  certain  functions  for  the  same 
reason.  The  thing  that  seems  important  is  “How  will  this 
look”,  rather  than  “What  will  I lesu'n?” 

These,  we  feel,  are  manifestations  of  the  same  problem 
— the  fulfilling  of  the  letter  rather  than  the  spirit  of  the 
law.  It  is  an  old  problem.  The  Savior  spoke  out  against  it, 
as  have  prophets  of  God  since. 

CHRISTMAS  REFLECTION 

With  the  approach  of  Christmas,  some  of  us  might  be 
moved  to  reflect  upon  some  of  these  things  and  to  perhaps 
re-evaluate  our  systems  of  standards. 

We  feel  that  part  of  the  significance  of  Christ’s  humble 
birth  in  a stable  is  the  fact  that  the  extrinsic  values  are  not 
always  the  ones  on  which  to  build  one’s  life.  ' 

The  fact  that  the  stable  was  dank  and  cold,  and  that 
His  mother  wrapped  Him  in  swaddling  clothes  did  not  di- 
minish the  fact  that  Christ  was  the  King  of  Kings,  the 
Savior  of  the  world. 

THINGS  THAT  COUNT 

Perhaps  for  us  it  isn't  so  important  that  w©  gain  all  the 
material  goals  we  set.  It  might  be  better  to  re-examine  our 
lives  and  seek  out  the  things  of  lasting  ivorth.

A survey  revealed  today  that 
a total  of  4,534  Brigham  Young 
University  students  are  renting 
in  the  Provo  Community. 

THIS  FIGURE  represents  a 
steady  increase  in  downtown 
housing  since  1953  when  3,400 
rented  in  the  community. 

During  this  period  the  univer- 
sity also  has  constructed  exten- 
sive housing  an  effort  to  keep 
up  with  the  fast-growing  student 
body,  which  totals  10,265  stu- 
dents this  autumn  quarter. 

Housed  on  campus  in  univer- 
sity facilities  are  2,467  single 
women,  1,322  single  men,  180 
families  in  Wymount  Village  and 
150  families  in  Wyview  Village. 

HOWEVER,  THE  university 
now  has  no  new  housing  project 
underway  and  any  increase  in 
studentbody  next  year  must  be 
absorbed  by  the  community.  En- 
rollment has  increased  from 
4,510  to  10,265  since  1650,  or  an 
average  of  637  students  each  fall 
quarter. 

The  4,534  spaces  currently 
rented  represent  90  per  cent  of 
the  5,035  individual  rental  spaces 
in  a total  availability  of  2,039 
rental  units.  These  are  owned  by 
1.115  landlords.  Each  landlord 
accommodates  an  averatge  of  4.5 
students. 

TOTAL  SPACES  NOT  rented 
are  501,  or  10  per  cent  of  the 
total  available.  Real  estate  ex- 
ecutives consider  at  10  to  15  per 
cent  vacancy  factor  a healthy 
rental  situation. 

Landlords  in  Provo  are  on  the 
increase.  New  facilities  are  con- 
stantly being  built  and  others 
remodeled  for  student  apart- 
ments. In  1958  there  were  116 
new  landlords  who  listed  486 
additional  spaces  for  students. 


IN  1959  THERE  were  120 
landlords  who  listed  spaces  for 
270  students  listed  under  current 
landlords.

BYU  will  be  playing  UCLA  for 
the  eighth  time  having  defeated 
them  five  times  in  previous  con- 
tests. Last  time  they  met  was  in 
1956  with  the  teams  spliting  a 
two-game  series.  UCLA  won  the 
first  game,  74-69,  and  BYU  the 
second,  59-58. 

This  season  the  Bruins  have 
downed  USC  and  Santa  Clara 
while  losing  to  Kentucky.  The 
Bruins  this  year  consist  of  only 
five  returning  lettermen  of  the 
1958  varsity  squad  that  turned 
up  a 16-9  overall  record  and  a 
10-6  mark  in  the  PCC. 

SATURDAY’S  opponents,  the 
Trojans  of  USC,  are  ranked  15th 
in  the  nation  and  so  far  this  sea- 
son have  won  over  Santa  Clara 
and  6th  ranked  Kentucky,  los- 
ing only  to  the  cross  town  rival 
Bruins. 

Southern  California  has  its  en- 
tire starting  squad  of  last  year 
back  plus  two  other  regulars. 
Last  year  they  held  a 15-11  over- 
all record  for  the  season.
